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(57) Abstract: A center high mounted stop lamp 
(12) including a plurality of LEDs (34) mounted on 
a printed circuit board (30). TIR lenses (40) are 
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desired direction. The circuit board (30) and lenses 
(40) arc mounted in a housing (18) so that each 
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relative thereto to provide the desired collection and 
reflectance of the light The housing (18) includes a 
plurality of posts (70) that extend through openings 
(48, 50) in the circuit board (30) and the lenses (40) 
to align the LEDs (34) to the lenses (40) relative to the 
housing (18). 
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
